Acceptance of the low bids brought 
total awards for the year to approxi- 
mately $3,500,000 and the total mile- 
age for 1930 to about 118, engineers 
of the department said. Another let- 
ting of contracts is scheduled for May 
22, when approximately $2,500,000 
will be involved, and that will prac- 
tically conclude the spring projects.

LONDON, May 6.—(/)—A dispatch 
to the Daily Mail tonight estimated 


that between 5,000 and 7,000 persons 


were killed in the earthquake at 


-Pegu, Burma, last night. The dispatch,’ 
sent by its correspondent in Rangoon, 
_ Said that 50 persons had been killed in 


Rangoon, and that 204 were injured. 

The gold weather vane of the Shwee 
Dagon pagoda at Rangoon, valued at 
about $1,250,000, crashed to the 
ground from the top of its golden 
_ tower. 

Indians were said to regard the 
earthquake and the tidal wave as 
punishment for the arrest of Mahatma 
Gandhi.

Asked To Assist

Opportunity to take part in the 
program of human helpfulness which 
is the work of the 39 societies of the 
Atlanta Community Chest is being 
held out this week to more than 4,000

NEW YORK, May 6.—(#)—Just 
13 years ago tomorrow the S. S. 
Orunda, elaborately camouflaged, 
stole out of New York harbor bearing 
the first contingent of the A. E. F. 
to France. 

Tomorrow, with colors flying and 
bands playing, the S. S. America will 
steam down the bay carrying the first 
contingent of a second American expe- 
dition to France. 

Young men, imbued with a high 
spirit of adventure, sailed on the 
Orunda on that May day in 1917. To- 
morrow on the America will be 232 
women—gray-haired women, elderly 
and frail—mothers, each of whom has 
a boy lying under one of those rows 
of crosses in France. 

The first unit of the nearly 6,000 
who will sail for France week by 
week as the summer passes consists 
of 232 Gold Star mothers from the 
west and south. Practically all of 
them had arrived.in New York today. 

Tomorrow as they sail the war and 
navy departments and congress, which 
made possible for them ¢his journey 


of devotion, will honor them. There 
will be elaborate ceremonies at the 
pier in Hoboken, where Secretary of 
War F. Trubee Davison, seven gen- 
erals, two reat admirals, and a large 
delegation of congressmen will see 
them off. oe 
Today was New York citys day. 
To the city hall the mothers of the 
dead heroes were taken, there to re- 
ceive a welcome such as is given only 
to the city’s most distinguished guests.

The committee also states that de- 
nominational hospitals will soon have 
had their day. 

In the matter of homes for the 
aged, the committee finds that un- 
known millions of Presbyterian mon- 
ey are being poured into such insti- 
tutions all over the countrv. and. says. 
“it comes as a shock to discover how 
few of these maltitudinous institu- 
tions supported by Presbyterians are 
in any sense Presbyterian.” 

On the whole, “the committee finds 
that the Presbyterian church is fol- 
lowing a policy of enlightened modern 
scientific principle among hospitals, 
homes and orphanages.

GOVERNMENT CLOSES 
MADRID UNIVERSITY 


MADRID, May 6.—(4)—The Uni- 
versity of Madrid was closed by gov- 
ernment order today and heavy police 
force patrolled streets in an effort to 
prevent further rioting by students fa- 
voring establishment of a Spanish re 
public. 

The disorders started last Thurs- 
day and were climaxed yesterday by a 
riot in which ope person was killed 
and at least 35 others were injured. 
Twenty of the injured were students. 

Premier General Damaso Berenguer 
after an extraordinary session of his 
cabinet issued a’ statement expressing 
regret that the disorders had occurred 
and declaring that whatever steps 
necessary would be taken to main- 
tain peace. 

Unofficially it was indicated this 
would not involve arrest of Don 
Miguel De Unamuno, returned Primo 
De Rivera exile and rector of the 
Salamanca University, whose recent 
republican speech in a downtown 
theater Sunday. night precipitated the 
first fighting. Don Miguel, while urg- 
ing establishment of a republic, has 
begged his supporters to be peaceful. 

His dislike of violence was illustrat- 
ed by an incident in a cafe here last 
night. When Don Miguel entered the 
restaurant a group of young men be- 
gan to shout “Viva El Rey! Viva El 
Rey!” Others in the restaurant 
answered, “Viva La Republica! Viva 
Republica!” And soon the _ rival 
groups were caning each other. Don 
Miguel fled in his automobile. 

Disavowal of the riots has been gen- 
eral. The Association of Catholic 
Students in a®statement denied that 
they had been implicated, and the 
University Student Federation, which 
organized De Unamuno’s conferences, 
said that if any of its members took 
part they would do so without sanc- 
tion of the federation.
